doubt but it was well to the Ge- 
nius of the People, and to the Times, 
2. A GREAT Part of thoſe Symbols and 
Figures are of little Uſe to us now adays ; 
therefore it is of no great Conſequence 
whether we do, or do not underſtand them. 
But their Sacrifices ſeem to bear ſuch Rela- 
tion to the Death of Chrift ; and are fo fre- 
quently referred to in the Writings of the 
New Teſtament, that it ſeems neceſſary 
to have juſt Ideas of the one, in order 
to our forming a right Judgment of the 
other. 
3. SacRIFices were to be offered in 
the Sanctuary, and in no other Place, that 
being conſidered as the Houſe, or Palace of 
God ; where his extraordinary Preſence was 
ſignified by the Ark of the Covenant, and 
a bright Appearance above it. A ſplendid 
8 of Utenſils, and great Numbers 
ſelect Perſons were employed in the ſa- 
cred Rites. Various were the Offerings here 
13 Bullocks, Rams, Lambs, Goats, 
ids, Pigeons, Turtles, Corn, Wine, Oil, 
&c. Various were the Ceremonies with 
which, and the Orcaffons upon which, they 
were offered. 


4. I. Tax Occafions were either general, 
or particular. General, when no ſpeci 
Reaſon is given for Sacrificing ; but it 
to haye been an AR of Homage paid ta

God, as the Maker, Owner, Ruler, and 
Preſerver of all things. Under this Head 
moſt of the Sacrifices before the Law of 
Moſes are to be ranked ; and common» | 
ly go by the Name of Burnt-Offerings. 

5. Tae particular Occaſions of Sacrific- 
ing were three: Either for the * | 
of Bleſſings deſired; or for Thankſgiving, 
when received ; or for the Removal of ſome 
Guilt or Uncleanneſs. Sacrifices under the 
two firſt Heads are called Peace-Offerings, 
Lev. vii. 11, 12, 16. Thoſe on the laſt Ac- 
count are diſtinguiſhed into S:n-Offerings 
and Treſipaſi-Offerings ; otherwiſe called, in 
the Language of modern Divines, Pracular 
or Expiatory Sacrifices, 

6. Tur Sins and Treſpaſſes for which 
they were offered, wete generally Sins of 
Ignorance, or ceremonial Pollutions. See 
Lev. iv. 2, 3, 13, 22, 27.—V: 2, 3, 4, 5» 
6, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, —xit. 6. —xiv. 1, a, 

&c. —xv. 13, 14, 15. Numb. vi. 11, —Xxv. 
22, &c. It is added Ver. zo = the Soul 
that doth ought preſumptuouſly, the ſame re- 
proacheth * 2 and that Soul ſhall be 
cut off from among his people. No Sacrifices 
were to be offered for him that did ought 
preſumptuouſly, i. e. knowingly and wilful y. 
And yet there are May tp * 
to be Exceptions from this general Rule.

7. II. Tus Ceremonies uſed in offering 
Sacrifices were as follows. The Beaſt, Bul- 
lock, Sheep or Goat, being without Blemiſh, 
was brought unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, Lev. iv. 4, &c. Where, 
whether it was Burnt-offering Lev. i. 4. or 
Peace-offering Lev. iii. 1, 2, 6, 8, 13. or 
Sin-offering Lev. iv. 4, 15, 24, 29, 33. the 
Offerer was to lay his Hand upon the Head 
of it. Then, having ſlain it, the Prieſt

if it was a Burnt- offering, or a Peace- offer- 
ing Lev. i.

And wy ary in all _ 
offerings, he put ſome of the blood upon t

8. In Burnt-offerings, after the Blood was 
ſprinkled, the Head, Inwards and Legs were 
| ſeparated from the Carcaſe; the Inwards 
and Legs waſhed in Water, and, together 
with the Head and the Fat, laid upon the 
Fire on the Altar ; then the whole Body of 
the Sacrifice ; and all were burnt on the Al- 
tar. Lev. i. 7, 8, 9, 12, 13. 

9. Ix Peace or Sin-offerings, all the Fat 
upon the Inwards, the two Kidneys, and the 
Fat upon them, which is by the Flanks, 
and the Caul above the Liver, were ſepa- 
rated from the Body, and burnt on the Altar, 
upon the [daily] burrt-offering, Lev. iii. 3, 
4, &c. —iv. $ 9, 10, 19, 20, 35. More- 
over, in Peace-offerings the Breaſt, and the 
right Shoulder were alſo to be taken off, 
and being firſt waved, or heaved to and fro, 
were given to the Prieſts to be eaten by 
them; and the reſt of the Sacrifice was eaten 
by the Offerer, his Family and Friends.

Blood was brought into the TER 


10 Ceremonies uſed in Sacriſicing. Ch. I. 
the Carcaſe of the Beaſt was carryed out 
of the Camp“ (afterwards out of Jeruſa- 
lem, the City being ſuppoſed to be the 
Camp) unto a clean Place, and there was 
burnt. (Lev. iv. 12, 21, -i. 30. —xvi. 27.) 
And he, who burnt it, was obliged to waſh 
his Clothes, and bathe his Fleſh, before he 
returned into the Camp, as being unclean, 
But when the Blood was not brought into 
the Tabernacle, all the Beaſt (excepting the 
Parts burnt upon the Altar) fell to the 
Prieſts; and was to be eaten by no other 
Perſons, and in no other Place, but in the 
Sanctuary. Numb. xviii. 9, 10. 

11. In Lev. xvi. 1, &c. are deſcribed the 
Ceremonies obſerved on the annual Day of 
Atonement ; when, for himſelf and Fami- 
ly, the High-prieſt offered a Bullock for a 
Sin-offering. For the whole Congregation 
of the People two Goats were provided, 
and Lots caſt upon them ; and according as 
the Lot fell, the one was for a Sin-offering, 
the other reſerved alive for another Uſe. 
When the Sin- offerings were lain, the High- 
prieſt took a Cenſer of burning Coals from 
the Altar, and a Handful of Incenſe ; and 
entering, with the greateſt Solemnity, 
through the Vail, into the Holy of Holies ; 
he ſet the Cenſer down before the Ark of 
the Covenant, and poured the Incenſe upon 
the Coals, that the Smoke of it might cover,

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or obſcure, the Mercy-Seat. Then he fetcht 
the Blood of the Sin-offerings, and ſprink- 


led it upon, and before the Mercy-Seat ſe- 
ven Times. This done, he took the Goat, 


which by Lot was exempted from being 
facxificed, and preſented it alive before the 
Lord ; laying both his Hands upon its Head, 
and confeſſing over it all the Iniquities of the 
Children of rael, puttin — upon the 
Head of the — and FA ſent it — by 
the Hand of a fit Man into the Wilderneſs, 
to be let looſe in a Deſart, uninhabited Land. 
Which Man, by attending the Goat, was 
rendered unclean ; and therefore command 


ed to waſh his Clothes, and bathe his Fleſh, 


before he returned into the Camp.

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CHAP. II. 
The \ Meaning, Defign and Efficacy of 


acrifices. 


HESE are the chief facrifical 
Rites, which we have here any 
occaſion to take Notice of. And now, 

what Judgment ſhall we form concerning 
them ? Certainly, however they might ſub- 
ſerve ſome political or civil Purpoſes ; or con- 
tribute to the Subſiſtence of the Prieſthood, 
they were of a religious Nature; and had

13. (1.) Tur Tabernacle (afterward the 
Temple) was regarded as the Palace and 
Reſidence of God u n Earth; where his 
Preſence was fi ifrel by the Ark, and the 
Shechinah in t 2 2 Holies.

a to that, muſt be ſuppoſed to be an 
Approach to God. And when all the Sacri- 
fices are ordered to be brought to this Sanc- 
tuary, or Houſe of God]; all the ſacrifical

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the Divine Preſence in the Holy of Holies, 
and partly poured out at the Foot of the 
Altar, no doubt can be made, but thoſe 
Sacrifices had reſpe& unto God; and muſt 
have a Senſe and Meaning worthy of him, 
the great Object and Author of them. 

14. (2.) Tux Prieſts were his Servants, 
and miniſtred unto him in holy Things; 
and therefore, their ſolemn Actions in the 
Houſe of God muſt bear relation to God, 
whoſe Miniſters they were. 

15. (3.) Bes1Des, ſome Sacrifices were, 
1 ſome were not, accepted of God. Lev. 
i. 4.—Xxii. 21, 23, 25. Mal. i. 8, 10, 13. 

Which ſhews, they had reſpect to God's 
Favour and Approbation. Pſal. xx. 1, 3. 
The Lord remember all thy offerings, and 
accept thy burnt-ſacrifice. f 

16. (4.) AGAmN ; they were offered ei- 
= to obtain a Bleſſing from God; or 
y of T wing for Favours w 
ub bum, or for the Remiſſion of 
Sins, which he alone could pardon; and 
therefore, muſt have reſpect unto God in 


very important Concernments. 


17. (5.) ADD to this, that the Mind of 
the Offerer was to be well diſpoſed in per- 
forming the Sacrifice; otherwiſe, it is fre- 
quently declared, That the Sacrifice was not 


— God, He was always to lay his 
upon the Head of it; and though 
an Act of the Mind is 6 
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14 The Meaning and Efficacy Ch. II. 
faid to attend that ſacrifical Rite, v/z. upon 
the Day of Atonement, when Aaron con- 
fefſed the Sins of the People; yet probably 
in all piacular Sacrifices, the laying on of 
Hands was to be attended with the Confeſ- 
ſion of Sin. And it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe 
the fame Action in Peace-offerings was at- 
tended with Prayers for the Bleſſings defir- 
ed, or Thanks for the Mercies received. 
This is favoured by Jon. ii. 9. I will ſacri- 
fice unto thee with the voice of thankſgiving. 
By Faith Abel offered a more acceptable Sa- 
crifice than Cain, Heb. xi. 4. All this makes 
it evident, that Sacrifices were of a religious 
and moral Nature; and had their Effects 
with God to whom, and with the Perſons 
by whom, they were offered. 

18. FIRST, What Significancy and Ef- 
fe had they with reſpect to God? Were 
they a Gift or Preſent ? Was the Burning of 
Fat, or Fleſh a grateful Smell to him? Or 
was he pleaſed with Effuſion of Blood, and 
the Death of his Creatures? The Jewiſh 
Writings ſtrenuouſly enter their Proteſt a- 
gainſt this. Pſal. I. 8, &c. Iwill not 
thee for, or upon Account of, thy Sacrifices, 
Thich have been continually before me. I will 
tate no bullock out of thy houſe, nor he-goat out 
of thy folds. For every of the foreſt 
1s mine, and the cattle upon a thouſand bills. 
Tf I were hungry, I would not tell thee, for 
the world is mine, and the fulneſs —_ 
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Will I eat the fleſh of bulls, or drink the blood 
of goats? God, who is a Spirit, cannot be 
thus pleaſed ; nor is it poſſible to make any 
Application, of material Things to his Mind 
or Efſence, which can no Ways be affected 

with them. | 
19. In what Manner. then had Sacrifices 
reſpect to God? As the Levitical Law ſup- 
plies no Anſwer to this Queſtion, but ** 
poſes it was underſtood, we muſt ſeek for 
it in other Parts of Scripture; and conſult 
the Senſe of Prophets and Apoſtles, who 
had a clear and full Knowledge of the Na- 
ture and Ends of Divine Inſtitutions. Which 
in ſuch Caſes is a juſt and authentick Me- 
thod of diſcovering and aſcertaining the 
Truth. In the Inſtitution of Circumciſion, 
Gen. xvii. no Account is given of the Mean- 
ing of that religious Rite, any further than 
as it was a Token of the Covenant God 
then made with Abraham, But if we look 
into the prophetic and apoſtolic Writings 
Deut. x. 16. xxx. 6. Jer. iv. 4. Rom, ii. 
29. Col. ii. 11.) we ſhall find it had Relation 
to the Heart ; and ſignifyed the Retrenching 
inordinate Affections, or the putting off the 
body of the fins of the fleſh, in order to diſ- 
pole the Mind to the Love and Obe- 
dience of God. And every conſiderate Per- 
ſon will allow this Account to be ſo far ſa- 
tisfactory. And I doubt not but Evidence 
of the ſame Kind will appear more abun- 
dantly 
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dantly full and clear in the Caſe before 
us, if we attend to the following Conſi- 
derations. 

20. Tus Temple, where the ſacrifical 
Rites were ſolemnized, is called the Houſe 
of Prayer, Jai. lvi. 7. and with Relation 
too to the Sacrifices and Burnt- offerings there 
offered. For fo the Lord ſpeaks; All the 
fons of the firanger, that join themſelves to 
the Lord, to ſerve him, &c, even them will 
1 bring to my holy mountain, upon which 
the Temple ſtood, and make them joyful in 
mv houſe f Prayer: their Burnt-offerings and 
their Sacrifices ſhall be accepted upon my ft. 
tar ; for mine 4 e ld age be 3 th bn houſe of 
Prayer, for all Here Prayer, or ſo- 
1 Addreſs to 7 God, and Sacriſices are 
Terms equipollent. And it is further obſerv- 
able; that the Temple, here called of God, 
an Houſe of Prayer, is alſo called of God, 
an Houſe of Sacrifice, 2 Chron. vii. 12. I 
have choſen this place to myſelf, for an houſe 
of Sacrifice, Incenſe was an Emblem of 
Prayer; ſee Luke i.

28. SECONDLY, to what did they a- 
vail?

31. I. Ir hath been commonly ſuppoſed 
that the Sin of the Offender, was transfer- 
red to the Sacrifice. This is grounded upon 
Lev. xvi. 21. Aaron ſtall lay both his bands 
upon the head of the live Geat, and confeſs 
over bim all the iniquities of the children 0 
Iſrael, and all their e in all tbeir 
fins, putting them upon the bead of the Goat. 
And upon this ſingle Inſtance the Notion 
muſt reſt, For no where is any Sacrifice 
ſaid to have Sin put upon it, or to bear Sin. 
Nor is there any Foundation for the Argu- 
ments taken from laying Hands on the Head 
of the Sacrifice, or from the Uncleanneſs 
contracted by burning the Sin- offerings, [ 10, 
11. ] to prove, that Sin was put upon ſuch 
Offerings. For Hands were laid upon all 
Sorts of Sacrifices, as well as Sin-offerings ; 
[7.] and Uncleanneſs, obliging Perſons to 
waſh, was contraſted by touching Things 
where certainly no Guilt was transferred, 
as creeping things, &c. Lev. xi. 23, 24. —Xxv. 
4—8. —xXxii. 4, 5, 6. We have therefore 
neither Inſtance, nor Argument left to juſ- 
tify, in any Senſe, the Sentiment of trans- 
ferring Sin, but this here of the High-Prieſt's 
putting the Iniquities of the Children of 
Iſrael upon the Scape-Goat. And how * 
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he put them ? Common Senſe will not al- 
low us to imagine, That Sin, which can 
truly be imputed to the Offender alone,

32. Ws — therefore conceive, that 
Sin could be put upon the Scape-Goat no 
otherwiſe than figuratively, or interpreta- 
tively ; or ſo, as that the People might con- 
ſider and meditate upon what was done, as 
if their Sins were laid upon the Goat. It 
was a figurative Inſtruction ſet before their 
Minds, and was to have it's Effects there.

83. 11. Bi, if the Sacrifice was ſub- 
ituted in the Stead of the 

Offender, and ſuffered the Death due to him : 
Or, in other Wards, ! if the Death of the 
Victim was a vicarious Puniſhment *; then 
it will follow, that the Vittim did ſo far bear 
the Sin of the C 2 that it ſuffered in 
bis, rd. and bore the Puniſhment which 
Should have fallen upon him. — The Vic- 
tim is never ſaid to be offered, or to die 
in the Stead of the Sinner. Abrabam (Gen. 
XXii. 13.) tent the ram and offered bim up 
for a burnt-offering inſtead of his ſon Tſaac. 
But every body knows this is foreign to the 
preſent Purpoſe, The cutting off the 
Heifer's Head in Caſe of ſecret Murther 
(Deut. xxi. 1,——10.) might repreſent the 
Puniſh-

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Puniſhment due to the Murtherer, and the 
Readineſs of the Elders to puniſh him, by 
ſhedding his Blood, could he be found; 
and ſo was a proper Mean of clearing them- 
ſelves of the Guilt which would have lain 
upon them, had they taken no Notice of 
a Murther committed in their Neighbour- 
hood ; nor expreſſed their Abhorrence of it, 
and their Readineſs to diſcover and puniſh 
the Murtherer. And thus indeed, till the 
Murtherer was diſcovered, the ſlayi 5 the 
Heifer ſerved their Purpoſe as well as if they 
had = him to Death. But not as if the 
Heifer dyed either in their Stead, or his 

Stead (for, if afterwards he was found, he 
was to ſuffer capital Puniſhment) but as 
by the whole Ceremony they ſignified their 

illingneſs and true Deſire to find him out 
and to puniſh him. Which, as the Caſe 
ſtood, was all they could poſſibly do. 

54. Tur Sins for which Sacrifices were 
generally offered were Sins of Ignorance, 
and ceremonial Uncleanneſs, which were 
not capital by Law. The Victim therefore 
could not die in the Offender's ſtead, when 
his Offence was not puniſhable with Death. 

55. Ir the Virtue or Efficacy of every 
piacular Sacrifice conſiſted in ſuffering a 
vicarious Puniſhment; then, whereas that 
Puniſhment was the ſame in all ſuch Sacri- 
fices, by whomſoever offered, it muſt have 
had its Effect in all thoſe Sacrifices ; and 
C 3 they 
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they muſt all have been equally acceptable to 
God, as ſuch. Which is wellknowa to befalſe. 
56. Indeed the Victim might, and I ſup- 
ſe did, repreſent the Perſon who offered 
it, in the ſymbolical, interpretative: Senſe ; 


namely, as whatever was done to that was 


to be applied to himſelf, to ſhew him the 
Demerit of Sin in „ how he ought 
to ſlay the Brute in himſelf, and devote his 
Life and Soul to God, &c. But this is very 
remote from the Victim's ſuffering in his 
Stead, the Death which he deſerved to dic 
for his Sins; or ſuffering a' vicarious Pu- 
miſbment.

60. Bur as the Senſe of Atonement ſeems 
hitherto rather to have been taken for grant- 
ed than underſtood, let us ſearch the Scrip- 
tures, and try if we can gain clear, and 
diſtin& Ideas of it.

61. Tus Word Atonement is always in 
our Bibles, (I mean in the old Teſtament) 
rendered from ſome Tenſe, or Noun de- 
rived from the Root "92 caphar.

14. and to ſprinkle the Blood of 
the Sacrifices upon, and before the Mercy- 
ſeat. Any further expreſs Account of the End 
and Uſe "of the Mercy-ſeat, I find not in all 
the Old Teſtament. Nor can I conceive 
what the Meaning of it could be, unleſs it 
was to denote, that from thence the Mercy

120. UT we muſt not diſmiſs this Sub- 

jet without obſcrving ; that the 
Levitical Law, conſidered apart from the 
Abrahamic Covenant, made nothing perfect, 
Heb. vii. 19, For thus it had Reſpect only 
to the Jewiſh Commonwealth, and was the 
Law of the Land, by which they were all 
to be governed, In this View Levitical Sa- 
crifices had Relation only to this preſent 
World, and the political Life and State of 
a Jet; as they gave him a Right to live 
and enjoy all the Privileges of the Land of 
Canaan, But their Virtue did not extend to 
the Conſcience, to free that from Guilt be- 
fore God; or to procure his Favour and 
pardoning Mercy. For it was not poſſible, 
| that the ſhedding of the blood of buils and 
goats, as a mere political Inſtitution,. ſhewld, 
in this Senſe, tate away Sins, Heb. x. 4. 
Nor did the Levitical Law, thus conſidered, 
extend to the World to come. For it gave not 
the leaſt Hope or Proſpect of a Reſurrection 


to 
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to Life, which is the moſt proper and com- 
pleat Juſtification or Diſc from Sin, 
(1 Cor. xv. 17, 18. [111] but after all, 
Rites, Services and Sacrifices performed, left 
a Man under the Power of Death, which is 
the Curſe of the Law. Its beſt Promiſes 
entitled a Man only to a temporal, political 
Life; and it's Threatning was Death with- 
out Hopes of a Revival. And thus it left 
the Jews in their Sins, as to that eternal 
Life, which is the Gift of God in Teſus 
Chriſt our Lord. ae 
121. Now concerning Sacrifices, con- 
ſidered only as political Inſtitutions, I ob- 
ſerve, 1. That the mere Offering of a Sa- 
crifice according to preſcribed Rules, might 
whatever the Diſpoſition of the Offerer's 
Mind was, diſcharge him from political 
Penalties. 2. That the Apoſtle in the Epiſ- 
tle to the Hebrews conſiders Sacrifices, and 
the whole ceremonial Law, apart from the 
Abrahamic Covenant ; which Covenant he 
twice repeats as diſtinct from the Levitical 
Law; as a more perfect Scheme of Reli- 
gion, and as conferring that Juſtification, to 
which the mere Levitical Services did not 
reach, Heb. viii. 7—13.—X. 15—18. See 
alſo Chap. vi. 13, &c.—vii. 16—19. There- 
fore he conſiders Sacrifices as political Inſti- 
tutions,

Means to draw us from Sin unto God, and 
to bring us to the Poſſeſſion of Immor- 
tality, 
162. So the Obedience of nen win 
a Reaſon for beſtowing Bleſſings upon his 
Poſterity, Gen. xxii. 16, 17, 18. —xxvi. 4,

ed the Judgments of God by their Pray- 
ers and Righteouſneſs, Exod, xxxii.

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1563. AND that the Scriptural Notion of 
Atonement will fairly admit this Way of ac- 
counting for our Redemption by the Blood 
of Chriſt, he that hath carefully peruſed the 
foregoing Examination of the ſcriptural Senſe 
of Atonement, will, I think, be convinced. 
For if in various Inſtances the Virtue, Piety 
and Prayers of good Men were the Reaſon 
of God's beſtowing Pardon, and ſundry 
Bleſſings upon others: how much more 
muſt the perfect Righteouſneſs, or Obe- 
dience and Goodneſs of the Son of God, 
be a Reaſon for remitting the Sins of Man- 
kind? So far as, in the Nature of Things; 
they are capable of Remiſſion, or of being 
atoned. For the Sins of the Impenitent, 
who finally neglect and reſiſt all Means of 
Reformation, cannot be atoned, or forgiven. 
Grace or Favour, through the Atonement 
of Chriſt, may be ſo far ſhewn to ſuch, as 
to allow them Space and Means to repent, 
and the Benefit of Pardon in caſe they ſhould 
repent: but none but the Penitent, wha 
duely improve the Divine Goodneſs and 
Patience, can receive the Benefit of eter- 
nal Salvation through the Atonement of 
- 164. QBJecT. But if we repent and re- 
form are ue not in a fit State for Pardon? 
And Twill not God pardon, when we are moſt 
properly qualified to recerve wveneſs ? Sin- 
cere Repentance muſt,.. in itſelf, render Sin-

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ners the Objefts of Divine Mercy. What 
Need then of the Atonement of Chriſt ? 

165. ANSW. Certainly the penitent Sin- 
ner is in the fitteſt State to receive Pardon : 
And we cannot doubt but the moſt benevo- 
lent of all Beings, whoſe tender Mercies 
are over all his Works, is readily diſpoſed 
to forgive thoſe who truly repent, and turn 
from their evil Ways. And if Sin can be 
conſidered as injurious to him only in a 
private, perſonal Capacity, we may well 
ſuppoſe it would, ſo conſidered, immediately 
be pardoned by the ſame Rule of Goodneſs, 
which he has preſcribed to us. [Mat. v. 
44,—48. Luke vi. 27, 28, 36.] In private 
Caſes, where only the Offended and Offender 
are concerned, Offences may be well forgiv- 
en ſimply, immediately, and unconditionally. 
But God muſt here be conſidered in a publick 
Capacity, as a Magiſtrate, as the Governor 
of the Univerſe; and Sin as the only Diſ- 
order, Miſchief and Miſery among his Sub- 
jets, which alone can corrupt and ruin 
them ; and which therefore above all things 
he muſt be concerned to prevent and reform. 
Now in this View are we ſure, that a ſim- 
ple, abſolute Pardon even of the Penitent 
is a ble to rectoral Goodneſs, and the 
Ends of Government, which are the 
Order and Happineſs of the rational Crea- 
tion? The puniſhing and pardoning of Crimes 
ate very important Concerns ta every Go- 

F Ie vernment 
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vernment. And as the one ought not to ex- 
ceed the Bounds of Juſtice and Equity; ſo the 
other ought to be granted with Caution and 
Prudence. Eaſy, indiſcreet Pardons may 
ve — j ment to Tranſgreſſion; and 
Perg eneſs light! obtained may give a light 
Opinion of Wickedneſs; not only to the 
Offender himſelf, but to all his Fellow- 
Subjects. It is cherefore evident, That the 
Governor, who conſults the publick Good, 
ought to guard, qualify and circumſtance 
2 Pardons in — Manner, as not to pro- 
gate, but, if poſſible, to extirpate a Spirit 
& "Diſorder and Rebellion, 1 to ſpread 
a loyal, well affected Temper throughout 
the whole Community. All the World 
muſt own, this is the moſt wiſe and rea- 
ſonable Way of diſpenſing Pardon: And 
\ that it cannot be wiſely and reaſonably diſ- 
— penſed in any other Way; how merciful 
ſoever the Governor may be, or how peni- 
tent ſoever the Criminal.

Power to ſecure, the Bleſſing of it's Maker, 
But what Claim can a Sinner, deſerving of 
Deſtruction, have to a glorious Immortali 
in the Preſence of God, ſuppoſin g he got 
repent and reform ? His own Co 
never dictate ſuch high Ex ; — 
if the Governour of the Univerſe is ed 
to extend his Grace ſo far as to give a World 
of Sinners ſuch a Proſpect, the whole ra- 
tional Univerſe muſt acknowledge ſuch a 
Favour ought to be diſpenſed in a proper 
Manner. If Wiſdom obligeth even a tem- 
poral Prince, in his narrow Sphere, on ſe. 
veral Accounts duely to guard and qualify 
his Pardons ; how much more is it reaſona- 
ble and expedient, that the Father and Ru- 
ler of all Beings, whoſe Government com- 
nds and inſpects the vaſt Syſtem of 
all intelligent Natures that are, and all that 
to all Eternity may poſſibly be, how much 
more reaſonable is it that He ſhould order 
the grand Diſpenſation of granting Pardon 
to a ſinful World in a proper and ſuitable 
Manner ? Heb. ii. 10. 
167. AnD I am bold to aſſert, That no 


Mean or Method of granting ſuch a Be- 
nefit can be more ſuitable to the - Thing 


it ſelf, or to the Goodneſs of the beſt of 


Beings, the Father of Mercies, (who wants 
no Mean either to make him good, or to 


do him good) than that Mean or Method 
whereby 
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whereby it ſhall be rendered moſt effectual 
to accompliſh the deſigned End, the Reco- 
very of Sinners, and their being fitted by the 
Habits of true Holineſs for the Enjoyment 
of eternal Life. This is the nobleſt End 
it can anſwer, and the moſt illuſtrious Ex- 
erciſe of Wiſdom and Goodneſs. The Fa- 
ther of the Univerſe made all intelligent 
Beings in Love ; and therefore he made them 
to be happy. But without Holineſs they 
cannot be happy. Therefore to promote 
Holineſs muſt be of as great Conſequence as 
to produce and preſerve the whole rational 
Univerſe ; the Exiſtence of which is in vain 
without it. Conſequently, ſo to order -all 
Diſpenſations, particularly that of the Re- 
miſſion of Sins, in ſuch Manner, as ſhall 
contribute to the Advancement and Spread 
of Virtue and Holineſs, muſt be agreeable 
to the moſt conſummate Wiſdom and Good- 
neſs, and highly becoming him by whom are 
all things, and jor whom are ail things. And 
this I am perſuaded is the noble Deſign of 
all his Conſtitutions. He wants neither our 
Information nor Importunity to ingage his 
kind Regards; but he requires us to pray 
to him for his Bleſſing and Favours, in or- 
der to im our Minds in pious and vir- 
tuous Diſpoſitions. He wants not our Aſ- 
fiſtance for the Relief of the Indigent and 
Diſtreſſed; but he has made it our Duty 
to 
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to ſuccour them for the Exerciſe of our Be- 
nevolence. He wants no Sacrifice to excite 
or aſſiſt bis Mercy; but we may want it to 
- Increaſe and ſtrengthen our Virtue. 

168. Axpo if it appears, that his granti 
the Remiſſion of Sin, and other Bleſſings 
of the Goſpel, through the Blood of Cbriſt, 
has a PAs. and direct Tendency to our 
BanQiification, to render us penitent and o- 
bedient, I muſt acquieſce in it as a Con- 
ſtitution perfectly wiſe and beneficent. For 
then I ſhall ſee clearly, that it is in itſelf 
highly pleafing to God, to whom it was of- 
fered ; that, in the Nature of Things, it is 
the propereſt Ground of the Remiſſion of 
Sin, and of eternal Redemption; becauſe it 
is the propereſt Method to diſcountenance 
Sin, to lead Men to Repentance, and to in- 
gage them to Duty and — and thus 
the Mean will, % itſelf, be juſt and fit, 
and every Way ſuitable to the End, our Re- 
demption from Sin to God ; and ſo, per- 
fectly worthy of his Goodneſs and Wiſdom. 
Then I ſhall ſee a magnificent Reaſon, why 
Redemption by Chrift is ſo much extoll 
and his Blood and Croſs are ſo much cele- 
brated in the Apoſtolic Writings; and muſt 
be conſtrained to acknowledge, that it is 
highly expedient, that our Faith, or the 
Attention of our Minds, ſhould be directed 
to the Blood of Cbriſt in all our Approaches

noble our Spirits. Laſtly, I ſhall then reſt 
fully convinced, that, though the penitent

171. Tayese Hints are ſufficient to con- 
vince, that the Sacrifice of Chrift is a pow- 
erful Mean of Sanctification; or is natur- 
ally apt to affect the Heart with the Malig- 
nity of Sin; the Excellence and Neceſſity 
of true Holineſs; to ſhew wherein it conſiſts, 
and to excite to the Practice of it. A Mean 
far exceeding any naked Inſtructions, be- 
cauſe attended with Circumſtances the moſt 
aſtoniſhing, attracting and raviſhing. And 
as ſuch, it is the propereſt and nobleſt Rea- 
ſon with God, of granting the Remiſſion of 
Sin, and other Goſpel Bleſſings. By the 


Blood of Chriſt God diſcharges us from the

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Guilt, becauſe the Blood of Chrift is the 
moſt powerful Mean to free us. from the 
Pellution and Power of Sin. It is the Ground 
of Redemption, as it is a Mean of Sanctifi- 
cation. So Abraham's Obedience was a pro- 
per Greund or Reaſon of God's nog 
ſingular Bleſſings upon his Poſterity, becauſe 
it was manifeſtly a proper Mean of excitin 
them to Obedience; though they would not 
be accepted of God, nor finally ſaved but 
by their un Obedience, This is perfectly 
fit and reaſonable ; nor is it poſſible for hu- 
man Wiſdom to conceive or deviſe any 
Scheme of Redemption, more juſt and ex- 
cellent in itſelf, more worthy of God, or 
more ſuitable to our Condition. A Scheme 
ſo grand and glorious, that doubtleſs it 
reaches far beyond the narrow Theatre of 
our World, and will to all Eternity have 
its happy Effects in the ſpacious Regions of 
Light ; where Teſus is ſeen in the Body of his 
Glery, and known to be exalted to univerſal 
Dominion, on Account of his obedient and 
benevolent Death,

Son of man, eat this roll, [containing the 
Denunciations of God's Judgments.] $o I 
opened my mouth, and be cauſed me to eat that 
roll, &c.
